The Cheraws District derived its name from the fact that the Cheraw 
Indians had formerly occupied a considerable portion of the land within 
its borders and after they had gone elsewhere and white settlers had 
moved in, the section was at first called "the Cheraws' lands", soon 
simplified into "The Cheraws". By an act ratified in 1769, the Province 
of South Carolina was divided into seven judicial districts: Charleston, 
Georgetown, Beaufort, Orangeburg, Ninety-Six, Camden and Cheraws. In 
1795 Pinckney and Washington Districts were added. In 1798 the nine 
districts then existing were divided into twenty~four;.Chesterfield,. 
Darlington and’ Marlborough from Cheraws District; Kershaw and Lancaster 
from Camden District. . 


In his pension application, ALSTON MASSEY stated he was born in 
Virginia, about 25 mile: above Halifax. This Halifax is in North Caro- | 
lina, and not Virginia, saking his birthplace in Brunswick or Green- 
ville Counties, Virginie. He also states "that when he was a child his 
father moved to Chestertield District, So. Ca." This would make his 
birth date about 1762. As Chesterfield District was not formed until 
1798, the district where ARTHUR settled is the Cheraws. Proof is shown 
in a land grant to ARTHU2 MASSEY, 150 acres in the district of Cheraw 
on Deep Creek, dated 5 Same 1786. eu 

At the time of his jJeath, ARTHUR MASSEY was living in Kershaw County, 
South Carolina where his will is on file in Book D, I. page 124, recorded . 
28 Nov 1801; Ord. I Alexander, Apt. 43, Pkg. 1539. 


In Lancaster County, South Carolina Deed Books C & E, part III, 
A 487, page 44, Indenture, 13 Dec 1787, ARTHUR MASSEY and ELIZABETH, his 
wife, planter of Lancaster, sell for 250 pounds to SOLOMON OWENS, 150 
acres, being part of a tract of 200 acres lying on both sides of a branch 
of Lynches Creek, called Buffalew, first granted JOHN BOATRIGHTS, 31 Oct 
1769, recorded in Book D.D.D., page 486. Witnesses: RICHARD HOLLEY and 
SAM MANGUM. Signed ARTHUR MASSEY and ELIZABETH MASSEY. 


Over the years I heve picked up various items regarding ARTHUR MAS- 
SEY, but I have not been able to verify them. It is said that in a D.A.R. 
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record in Washington there is a file containing the follewing: "ARTHUR 
MASSEY. came to South Carolina from Virginia, but was too old to take 
an active part in the Revolution. He moved to Georgia for a time and 
was there in 1790. He moved back to Chesterfield Co., of the Cheraw 
District, S.C. where he died. He was of the Charleston set of MASSEYS, 
some of whom resided in atagphele. His wife is thought to be ELIZABETH 
ALSTON." 7 
The following items were taken from the notes of Leonardo Andrea, 
4204 De Vine Street, Columbia, S.C., in 1969, a professional genealo- 
gist: "ARTHUR MASSEY came to Lancaster County of Camden District from 
F down toward Charleston. It is said but not proved that ARTHUR MASSEY 
was a son of PHILLIP MASSEY. It is also said that the wife of ARTHUR 
MASSEY was a MISS ELIZABETH ALSTON of the Rice Country near Georgetown. 
PHILLIP MASSEY did have a land grant in 1737 in Kingston Township of 
Craven, and this was in the rice section above Georgetown. I have been 
told that ARTHUR MASSEY had Revolutionary service either in Georgia or 
North Carolina. He was not in the South Carolina census for 1790."

1845, had her eldest son been alive, he would have been 60 
years of age (born 1785). She states that her name was 
ELIZABETH GATEWOOD, and she was born in Northhampton or 
Halifax County, N.C. When she was two years of age her 
father moved to Anson County, N.C. On a visit back to 
Northhampton or Halifax County, she met and married ELIAS 
MAFSEY who was not long out of service. In two or three 
years they moved to Anson County, N.C. where her father 
lived. Ina short time they moved over Pedee River into 
Richmond County, then back to Anson County. After many 
years they moved to Mecklenburg County, N.C. ‘Three of 
their children were living in 1851, and two in 1856. The 
family Bible was destroyed by fire, but she was able to 
give a partial list of her children.

Massey's of Cheshire England 


Hamo de Masci came to England from Macey, LaManche, Normandy 
at the time of William the Conqueror in 1066, He is listed on 
"The Falaise Roll" as a companion of William, and in the 
"Domesday book of 1086" as residing in Cheshire.The name was 
anglicized to Hamon Massey.He built his castle at Dunham Massey. 


Dunham Massey Hall,the Cheshire seat of Roger Grey,tenth 
Earl of Stamford, is situated in a large deer park some two 
miles southwest of Altrincham. 


A Norman castle formerly occupied part of the site of the 
house.The Massey or de Masci family are known to have been 
lords of Dunham after Edward,the Saxon proprieter, was dis- 
possessed at the Conquest;Hamon Massey was created the first 
baron. 


Hamon Nassey was the founder of the large family in Ches- 
hire and vicinity.BSurke's "General Armory" lists no less than 
thirty-seven different.arms for Massey,Massie,Massy,the major- 
ity in Cheshire. The arms for Hamon Massey are listed as: 
"“Quarterly,gules and or (red and gold) in the first quarter 
a lion passant argent (silver). 


It is believed that most, if not all, of the Masseys and 
Massies in America derive from a common ancestor.

Philip Masse (Massey) is listed as an early settler,1680,of 
Maryland,having been transported on the ship MARY of Liverpool. 
Robert W. Massey of Oxford,England,a professional geneal- 

ogist, states it is possible that Philip, by coming through 
Liverpool,was a member of the Masseys of Cheshire,where most 
Masseys originate from, 

It is family tradition that a Philip Massey had a son named 
Arthur Massey,Recent information has been found to indicate 
Arthur was descended from the immigrant,Philip of Maryland, 
who left two sons,Fairfax and Philip Jr. 

Philiip Massey's will,dated 5 Feb. 1702,is on file in Talbot 
Co.,Maryland,Liber 11,Folio 294-5.At the time of-his death, 
his land was part of a manor called Tilghman's Fortune,located 
on Treadhaven Creek in St. Michael's Parish. 

The will of Phillip Massey leaves land known as Tilghman's 
Fortune to his two sons,Fairfax and Phillip with Fairfax re- 
ceiving "ye mannor house,"The original Tilghman's Fortune manor

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house still exists, just outside of Easton,Maryland on the west 
side of Route 50 at a point 0.6 miles north of Route 309. It 
has been moved there from the original site and is now used as 
the office for the Chamber of Commerce, 

Data on the immigrant,Phillip Massey,has been included as 
he may be the grandfather of Arthur Massey. 


THE CHARLESTON SET OF MASSEYS 


For many years the tradition has been passed around that 
Arthur Massey was of the Charleston set of Masseys,and a son 
of Phillip.To this date,I have never been able to prove it. 

The early Charleston set seems to be Philip,Joseph and Benjamin, 
all gunsmiths, and evidently closely related. Records prove 

_Philip and tenjamin lived in Maryland before settling in Charles- 
ton,South Carolina, 

A land warrant to Phillip Massey for 500 acres in Craven 
County was certified 1736. This land is in the present Horry, 
S.Car, An Arthur Mackey (Massey?) was found in Craven County 
in 1758. 

Phillip Massey's will dated 8 July 1739,leaves all of his 
estate to his wife Jane Massey,and her legal heirs.Phillip 
lived less than six years after his marriage to Jane Hopkins, 
his second wife, 

From the Gazette of Charleston,19 June 1736:"This is to give 
notice to all persons that have demands on the estate of Mr. 
Joseph Massey, deceased.....thillip Massey,Administrator.... 

Benjamin Miassey,on 11 August 1730 lived in Charleston,5.C. 
Elizabeth,widow of Benjamin Massey married 1736 to Mr. John

Since I began writing the preceeding pages,I have done more 
research in Courthouses and Libraries in Perry,Hale and Sumter 
Counties.I will include,here,some of the interesting things 
I found, 

Oliver Massey--There is a record in Tract book A,Perry Co. 
that Oliver bought or was granted two tracts of land,a little 
over 320 acres, 20 Jan.1820,The land was bought or granted from 
U.S.Gov.-this means that Oliver was the first one to own this 
land.Oliver was "assignee of 5ryan Walkins"-the lady at the 
Courthouse said this probably means Walkins was in Rev. War 
and was kin to Oliver. This land was located near Hopewell 
Church.In 1822,baptists in the area met to organize a Church. 
At this meeting,Qliver was among those "approved as the con- 
stituent members of Hopewell Church", Several of Oliver"s sons 
and a son-in-law were also listed in the Tract book. 

A Court Record of 1 Dec.1843 included a middle initial for 
Oliver-the first entry looked like an "L",the second, like "S", 

Other records show: 

Ann L., Massey,widow of Darling Massey,deceased before Mar.1844 

John D, Massey,son of Darling,deceased before 15 July 1857 
when final division of Oliver's Property was being made after

David A. eily asked,in his will, to be buried at Hopewell, 
His wife,Margaret (Massey) Kelly,died before he did,so must 
have been buried there too.

I failed to record a daughter of benjamin B, Massey (page 5 
Elizabeth, possibly the oldest.She married John Fredrick Monts. 
Court records in Hale name her "6 living children" and gives 
other information about £.H.Massey's family.Benjamin's land 
was partly in Perry Co. and partly in Hale Co, The G,B.Massey, 
whose name is en the ‘Confederate Monument in front of the Hale 
Co. Courthouse is almost surely the son of Benjamin. 

Among the children listed on the 1850 Greene Co. census for 
Richard Massey (see page 4) is Richard A. Massey,age 13, 
Sumter Co, records a marriage between R,A.Massey and Emma A.

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A SLAVE IN AMERICA 


THE ORIGIN OF THE MASSEY FAMILY 


THE BEGINNING OF OUR FAMILY’S GENEOLOGY BEGAN AT SOME POINT IN TIME 
ON THE CONTINENT OF AFRICA. THERE LIVED A TRIBE OF PEOPLE FROM 
WHENCE THE MASSEY KINSFOLK DESCENDED. WE DON’T KNOW WHAT THE 
TRIBAL NAME WAS NEITHER THE NAME OF THE TRIBAL CHIEF, BUT WE DO 
KNOW THAT AT SOME POINT THEY WERE TRANSPORTED TO AMERICA AS 
SLAVES. UPON ARRIVAL, THEY WERE SOLD TO EUROPEAN SLAVE OWNERS. WHO 
HAD ALREADY SETTLED WITHIN THE REGION. 


OUR FOREPARENTS WERE SEPERATED FROM EACH OTHER AND SCATTERED 
ACROSS THE AMERICAN SOUTH AND SOUTHEAST. BECAUSE OF THE ABUSE AND 
INHUMANE TREATMENT THEY RECEIVED, THEY WERE STRIPPED OF THEIR OWN 
IDENTITY AND OFTEN PERCEIVED AS NOTHING MORE THAN “THEIR MASTER’S 
PROPERTY.” 


ONCE IN CAPTIVITY, THEIR AFRICAN NAMES WERE TAKEN AWAY; 
CONSEQUENTLY, THEY WERE GIVEN THE NAME OF THE SLAVEHOLDER. THIS 
PRACTICE OF NAME CHANGING WAS USED TO KEEP FAMILY MEMBERS FROM 
CONTACTING EACH OTHER. 


TO BREAK THE AFRICAN’S STRONG SPRIT AND KEEP THEM SUBDUED, THE 
SLAVES LIVED AND WORKED ON PLANTATIONS. ON THE PLANTATIONS THEY 
ENDURED MISTREATMENT AND HARSH LIVING CONDITIONS. AT TIMES THEY 
WERE SOLD TO OTHER SLAVE OWNERS; ALTHOUGH, THEY HAD SPOUSES AND 
CHILDREN WHO HAD TO REMAIN AT THE SAME PLANTATION. 


BECAUSE SLAVES WERE CONSIDERED AS NOTHIHG MORE THAN PROPERTY 
OFTEN TIMES THEY WERE SOLD TO OBTAIN MORE MERCHANDISE OR MORE 
CATTLE. NEVERTHELESS, THESE FAMILIES SURVIVED FROM ONE GENERATION 
THROUGH THE NEXT AND EVENTUALLY “FREEDOM CAME” BY WAY OF THE 
ABOLISHMENT OF SLAVERY. 


SOME FORMER SLAVES CHOSE TO WORK AND LIVE AT THE PLANTATIONS WHERE 
THEY WERE ONCE ENSLAVED. THEY KEEP UP THE LAND FOR THE PROPERTY 
OWNER AND IN TURN HE PROVIDED THEM WITH A PLACE AND FOOD WITH A 
SMALL SALARY. THIS IDEA BROUGHT ABOUT THE PRACTICE OF 
SHARECROPPING. 


THIS CONCLUDES THE STORY OF ONE FAMILY OF FORMER SLAVES AND FORMER 
SLAVE OWNERS. THE FORMER SLAVE OWNERS OF OUR FAMILY WERE J.D. & 
JANE MASSEY OF SOUTH CAROLINA.
